Marshall Sees Urgent Need for 
Action Now in United Nations 


formal statement. 

He read at length from a para- 
graph of Molotov’s May 9 state- 
ment to Ambassador Smith, in 
which Molotov declared that the 
policy of the Russian government 
has always been “a peace-loving 
policy and one of collaboration 
with regard to the United States” 
and that the U. S. S. R. intends 
to carry out this policy “with com- 
plete consistency”’. 

Marshall declared that he 
thought that the statement with 
reference to the future is ex- 
tremely important; that the en- 
tire world will look on to see 
what will happen about it. 

Has Hope 

He was asked whether in view 
of this he thought that the Sov- 
iet government might now be 
ready to take action which the 
United States considers neces- 
sary in the United Nations and 
other existing agencies. 

Marshall replied that he has the 
hope that the world now will see 
evidence in those fields of the 
spirit of reaching an accord. 

A reporter asked why it would 
not be possible to ask Premier 
Stalin to a meeting with Presi- 
dent Truman in Washington if the 
Soviet government submits con- 
crete proposals for negotiation 
with the United States. Marshall 
said he could not discuss that 
point; that it would be one for 
the President. 

The Secretary emphasized sev- 
eral times that, while he has so 
far not determined on sending any 
further formal note or statement 
to Molotov, the United States will 
stand ready at any time to under- 
take normal diplomatic inter- 
changes when there is hope for 
beneficial results.
